It is hardly necessary to state 
that the great storm of wind and 
snow of February 4th was felt 
quite severely in this locality, since 
nearly every square mile of the 
whole country suffered more or less 
from its effects. Tlie manufactur- 
ing town of Wappingei's Falls, 
which IS three miles from here, and 
whicli has a population of some five 
thousand inhabitants, was for a 
short time on the verge of a famine, 
owing to the roads being iu an un- 
Iraversable oonditiou. The town of 
Ponghkeepsie, which is about eight 
miles fiom Wappinger's Palls, was 
prompt in going to its rescue, and so 
the people were aide to procure all 
the provisions they wanted The 
snowdrifts around the Home itself 
were so deep that hardly anybody 
eowld make their way througii 
them. Some of the irien were en 
gaiied to shovel away the snow from 
the balcony above the roadway, and 
and in performing Ihe task they uu 
consciously pitched the snow into 
the roadway l)elow, so that it was, 
and still is, impossible for a sleigh or 
any other kind of a vehicle to drive 
up to the long asphalt piazza, which 
is but a foot above the ground In 
spite of the almost impassable con- 
dition of the roadway that leads 
down to the tarni house and up to 
the entrance to the farm.stead, Mr. 
Samuel Gardner, the Superinten- 
dent of the farm, managed to come 
U[t to the Home in the morning as 
usual with a quantity of milk, eggs 
and apples, etc , for the use of the 
household, and he is spoken of as 
a hero Ho also kept up his regu- 
lar morning trips to Wappinger's 
Falls with his supply of milk for 
the market. He oontinued to make 
his way there and back again with 
his team and sleigh, at a time when 
the road was not yet open and 
tiavel was tedious. 

It snowed a little up here before 
Christinas Day, and the presence 
of the beautiful while sheet that 
coveted every square inch of the 
landscape made it look more like 
Christmas than all the lovely and 
attractive decorations the personnel 
of the Homo could put up in someof 
Ihe large rooms. Although lone- 
some and monotonous as life usually 
is at the Home, the Christmastidt 
was spent quite pleasantly. Most 
of the inmates received presents 
from llieir friends and relatives 
On Christmas morning, Mrs. Nora 
Scales, the cook, gave each of the 
men a package of Level Head to 
bacco. From the Home each mem- 
ber of the family received seventy 
five cents, and a quarter of a dollar 
from a church at Wappincer's 
Falls. Mr. James H. Caton, who 
is blind, deaf, and dumb, has 
Iteen a resident of the Home for Ihe 
past fifteen years, received a bundle 
of large and handsome almanacs 
from some \<\k flim, and irave one 
to each member of Ihe family. 

On Sunday, the twenty first of 
DecemlxT, the furnace which is in 
the basement went on the rampage 
and Ihe plumlters had .some hard 
work fixing it When they were 
ready to go home in their car, at 
eight o'clock In the evening, the 
iMdiator of their solt-mnvtnji ear 
liage was cold Its fire had gone 
out. A few pails of hot water 
thrown on it restored its heat, and 
so Mr. Clarence Knight and James 
CMieethain were able to fly away 
home. 

Late in January a severe cold 
wave made its appearance and then 
the water in the tank, or the 
pipes connecting it f oze, and so 
the honsehold had to go without its 
usual supply of water for a couple of 
days. Some of the folks had to 
lirink rain water. For a whole day 
the Dinmbers workt^l at the tank 
and finally succeedeil in causing the 
water to run, and then there was 
joy in the household. 

One day, a couple of weeks ago, 
while Mr. I. N. SoptM' was walking 
to and fioon the piazza, he happen- 
ed lo look up at the roof of the 
house, and as he did so he saw a huge 
chunk of snow as big as a flour 
barrel, and perhaps as heavy as a 
barrel of flour, on the edge of the 
overhanging eaves, and thinking it 
might fall or slide off at any time 
ilnring lo pievalling thaw, he deter- 
mined to remove it if he possibly 
ooultl. He immediately secured a 
broom, and coming up Into luy bed 



room, his person half way out of 
my window and with the sweep end 
of the btoom gave the chunk of 
snow a vigorous push and it fell to 
the ground as flat as a pancake. 

Some time before the commence- 
ment of the Christmastide I wrote 
the famous blind deaf lady, Miss 
Helen Keller, who was living at 
that time <lowu in Montgomery, 
Alabama, a short letter congratulat- 
ing her for her interesting essay on 
" Optimism," which I had lately 
read. She wrote me late in Jan 
nary, and said, among other things, 
"I wish I could put into your 
hands the beautiful flowers that 
bloom here all winter. I wish I 
oonid take you out in the warm sun- 
shine. I walk a good deal, and my 
friends descril»e to me everything I 
cannot touch. There is always 
something of interest going on in a 
place full of birds, bier tiees and 
creeks. I hope you enjoy the coun- 
try; because ii you do it will always 
l>e a comfort to you." 

Mrs. Mary Newell Nelson, who 
left here for Florida, where she is 
spending the winter season, sent me, 
during the Christmastide, some 
dwarfed oranges with their leaves. 
They are just like the oranses we 
see and eat here in the Temperate 
Zone, though they are no bigger than 
the marbles the small boy loves to 
play with. They taste like the 
large oranges. They grow in Japan 
and other countries. Mrs Nelson 
is living at a small place called Bay 
ard. She sent Mr. Soper a Christ- 
mas card. 

Mr C. Q Mann came up here 
on the afternoon of the 24th of Jan- 
uary, and delivered an address in 
the chapel the following morning. 
At one o'clock P u. he was taken 
to New Hamburg in a sleigh, and 
the taoinent he reached the station 
he met Mr. and Mrs. William 
Patterson, who had just arrived from 
Painfield, N. J., where they had 
spent seven weeks with their mar- 
ried daughter, Minnie. 

The waitress. Miss Tillie Weeks, 
who came here to work late in the 
summer of last year, left here on 
the Ist of February, and Miss Laur- 
etta Smith has her place. Miss 
Sniitii came here to work as a wait- 
ress in September, 1918, and l^ft 
here last July and wen' to work in 
a factory at Wappinger's Falls. 

The editor of the Deaf- Mutes' 
Journal, Mr. E A Hodgst.n, whp 
is Secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee, came up here on Ihe 20th 
Inst., along with Mr. MoMann, on 
business. They arrived here at 
noon and remaintMl until the 
morning of the day following, when 
they left for the metropolis They 
enjoyed their visit and chatted 
pleasantly ami freely with the , in- 
mates. 

In ihe course of a conversation 
with some of the members of the 
family, Mr. Hodgson remarked that 
Rev. John Chamb»»i lain, the \icar 
of St. Ann's Church for the Deaf, 
went out and shovelled snow in 
front of the church after the storm 
wasovei. The venerable preacher 
is now in his eighty second year, and 
yet he appears only ha)f that ace. 
After seeing how my l.\pewriter 
worked, Mr. Iloduson went into Mr. 
Sopei's room where they had a chat. 
They are life long friends. 

At three A.M.. on the tliird day of 
March, Mrs. Sarah Jane Bayne, 
who had been a resident of the 
Home for thirteen yeais and eigh(. 
months and who was in the seventy- 
fourth year «»f her age, died here, 
after an illness of about five weeks 
Rev. John Chambeilain arrived 
here at noon on the fourth of M;irch, 
and delivered the funeral service 
over the lemains of the deceased, 
which rested in a plain coffin on 
chairs in from of the pulpitr- Be- 
si<1es the mein)>ers or the family, all 
the domestics, with the exception 
of the janitor, wete assembled in 
the chapel. Rev. Chamberlain de 
livered hia services oially as well as 
by signs, simultaneously, for the 
benefit of the hearing persons pre- 
sent. Immediately after the ser 
vice was over, the coffin with its con 
tents was taken l>y the nndeitakers 
to an awaiting sleigh and conveyed 
to Wappingerx Falls and put in a 
cemetery vanit, where it will remain 
until the snows of winter pass away 
and it is possible to ilig a grave for 
it at the graveyaid lielonging to the'

Another former Superintendent 
and good friend of the deaf, 
Reuben E. Stewart, has been taken 
from us. During the past nine 
years he had lieen a teacher at the 
Iowa School for Ihe Deaf, this year 
being the instrnct,or in Physics, 
Auriculture and Civil Government. 
To those most closely associated 
wilh him lit the school, it is hard 
lo realize we sliall see him no more 
smonn us. Mr. Stewart had seem- 
ed in about his usual health, and 
hnd Vieen meeting his classes all lln* 
week just before beiiinr taken ill. 
On Saturday, January 31sl, he had 
been in Omaha and Council Bluffs 
most of the day, and had intended 
going lo Keokuk ou Sunday with 
the remains of his friend. Superin- 
tendent Rothort. 

That night he was taken sick, and 
a doctor l)einK called proiiouncnd it 
pneumonia. Sunday morning, Feb- 
urary 1st, ho was taken to the 
Edmiindsnn Hospital, Council 
Bluffs. It was a strange poiirse of 
events, as Superintendent Rotheri's 
funeral was held that Hflernnon. 
Mr. Stewart died early Friday 
morning, February Gth. A few days 
before a new law had gone into 
effect, for^ddding public funerals 
of flu and pneutnonia victims, 
an^ a pi I vale funeral was held at 
Cutler's Chapel, Council Bluffs. 
For this reason his pupils and many 
of his associates could not be pre- 
sent. We have been told of the 
simple and beautiful services, and 
the tribute of bis friend and busi- 
ness associate, Mr. J. W. Detwiler, 
of Omaha, is here given, which we 
clip from Silent Fads: 

It is now about flfty-eighl years 
since Reuben E. Stewart was born 
in the State of Pennsylvania. Of 
that family circle into which he was 
then ushered, there now survive 
Mr. S. Fuller Stewart, Mr. George 
Stewart and Mr. Harris Stewart, 
brothers, and Mrs. Mary Campbell, 
a sister, all living in and near 
Pasadena, California. 

When a young man, we find Mr. 
Stewart enKHge'l in the carpet busi- 
ness in the city of Des Moines, la. 
But almost thirty years ago, he be- 
came interested in the education of 
the deaf, and took up the work of 
teaching in the State Institution for 
the Deaf at Omaha, Neb. Here he 
spent a number of years. Later, in 
recognition of his worth and merit, 
he was made the able and efllcient 
Superintendent of the school, and 
served as such for a number of 
years. He then engaged In the 
banking business and organized the 
Loretto State Bank atLoretto, Nob,, 
of which he was cashier, and is even 
yet its vioe-presiilent. From this 
post, however, he was again called 
lo,the Snperintendency of Iho Ne- 
braska .School for the Deaf, and 
seivedassuch for some years. For 
the past eight years he has been ;in 
instructor in Ihe Iowa School for the 
Deaf near this city. During all his 
snhocd work, he was a close, staunch 
<nd intimate friend of Suporluten- 
dent Henry W. Rothert, and it Is a 
strange coincidence that Mr. Roth 
ert's death should only precede 
that of Mr. Stewart one week, and 
have been caused by the same fatal 
malady 

Mr. Stewart was twice married. 
His first wife died about twenty 



years ago, leaving a daughter, 
Eleanor, who still sui vivos as ihe 
issue of that happy marriage. 
Some years ago he married Miss 
NoraO. Johnson, who also survives 
him, nfler a shoil, but inosi 
delightful and happy married life. 
These two are present wilh us 
today. 

When Superintendent Rothert's 
sudden death surprised and shock- 
ed us a week ago, Mr. Stewart was 
among the first to extend his 
personal comfort and sympathy, as 
an old and long-time friend to the 
bereaved family. He actively 
assisted in the needed preparation 
for Ihe burial of him he had known 
so well. Bui a week ago last night 
he felt an attack of the deadly 
disease that had taken his friotnl 
Though taken lo Ihe Edmundson 
Hospital, ho was unaltle to rally 
from his illness, and at 6:20 o'clock 
last Friday morning, Febriiary 6th, 
1920, death relieved him of his 
sufferings. 

Mr. Stewart was a man of strong 
and loyal friendships, sympathetic 
and kind to all. He wanted to be 
a help to those in need, and it may 
bo said that this was the lure that 
caused him to take up the work of 
InstructinK the doaf. He truly 
paveil liis life's way with good and 
noble deeds. 

Many years ago he bees me a 
member of the Central United 
Presbyterian Church of Omaha, 
Neb , ill which lailh he flrinly and 
devoutedly l»elieved, and whose 
doctrines and teachings he truly 
piacliced and nobly exemplified by 
a conscientious, upright and worthy 
life, in conduct and clwracter, prov 
ing himself a workman that needed 
not be ashamed. 

In life's prime, death's call came 
suddenly and unexpecledly to him, 
yel it did not find iiim unprepared. 
Hi.^ house was in order. His moral 
accounts were In balance. He was 
ready for life's solemn surrender, 
an<l when the dread messenger ha<l 
made his certain summons clear 
an<l unmislakaiile, in the sacred 
moments of last Thursday afternoon 
he confided to his wife, while she 
was keeping her holy vigil by his 
bedside, the secret of liis strength. 
Christ was his all In all, and then 
with difliculty, he repe.it ed the 
beautiful words of Bryant: 

"Ho live, that when thy summons coni" 

to join 
The innumerable caravan, which moves 
To that mysterious realm, where each

His chamber in the silent hails of dea'.h, 
Thou go not, like the quarry-slave as

He has 
left a Iragrant and beautiful 
memory, in a life of noble, helpful 
and kind deeds, that nas made our 
livos all richer and better because 
we have known him as our friend 
in life's crowded ways of duty and 
action. 

Auother touching tribute was 
the fuiH-ral sermon by Rev. Charles 
Herron, D D., of the faculty of the 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary 
of Omaha, who was a boyhood 
friend of Mr, Stewart in Pennsyl- 
vania. It is such an unnsal thing 
that a boyhood friendship Is re- 
newed in later years, and that one 
delivers the funeral sermon over 
the oilier friend. Rev. Herron 
made the remarks without notes, 
and as he said, " from the depths of 
his heart," but at the request of 
friends later wrote them down, and 
we feel sure Mr. Stewart's many 
friends will be interested in read- 
ing the same: — 

I came to boar a friend's tribute 
to a friend. For over forty years I 
have known the one who has been 
called from ns so suddenly. We 
worn boys together at the old High 
School of Pittsburgh, Pa. In the 
class ho was my most intimate 
friend. I was often in the home 
of his brother and sister with wlioin 
he lived in his student days, and he 
was often in my father's home. 
We tramped and camped together 
and enjoyed a close fellowship. He 
was alrea<ly a youlh of inarke<l in- 
dividuality The traits which wore 
outstanding in later years, had al- 
ready begun to manifest themselves. 
He was not one who was sent to 
school, but who came lo school 
He know for what he came, and 
was intent to make the most of his 
opportunity. By all his school 
fellows he was held in high esteem. 
After his gradual iuu, ho attended 
Westminster College at New Wil 
min);ton. Pa., where he grailuated, 
while I took my college course In 
the Western LTniveislty of Penn 
sylvanla. 

Our ways parted, though or we kept 
sig)]t of each other through the pass- 
ing yeais, and when I came to 
Omaha, more than fifteen years 
ago, one of the privilges which be 
came mine was the renewal of 
the old lellowship. Wo were lo each 
other the link which bound us to 
th«f davs of boyhood, the sight of 
each otiier quickened in us memo- 
ries of the years which were long 
gone. He was the only person in 
this whole region, who aside from 
my own wife, called me by my first 
name. To me he was Reuben, and 
to liini I was Charlie. The very 
calling of the names spanuud the 



long reach of the years, and in his 
removal from our midst there has 
been taken from myself one who 
stood in a relationship peculiar to us 
two, and which none other could 
quite share. 

Already in his Hit'li School days 
there was manifest that moral ear- 
nestness and spiritual devotion 
which marked his later career. It 
was not a surprise to those of us who 
knew him when we heard that he 
had given himself to that which 
afterward proved to be his life work. 
I recall liow, one day at the noon 
hour in our home, my mother 
luriiod lo him and said: "Reuben, 
will you ask the Itlessing ?" I had 
never known him to have been 
called on before for that seivice. 
It was a test to a High School tioy. 
But like H good soldier, without a 
moment's hesitation, ho bowed his 
head and asked grace as though he 
had been accuNtome<l to loing it 
all his life. It was the strong, 
sturdy stock of which he came, 
making itself manifest in the quiet 
hour of testing It was the good 
old custom which became the cus- 
tom of his own home and of his 
life. In these later years that we 
have been together, sometimes the 
otlier has performed that seivice, 
In humble recognlzilion of Divine 
goodness and care. 

And that same moral and relig- 
ious oarnestnoss marked him in 
tlie servit.'e of the Deaf Institute of 
Nebraska, wlien it was under his 
care. I marked wilh interest his 
devotion to his work and the devel- 
opment which came under his 
fostering hands. It was a joy to me 
to know that on Sabbath he minisler- 
etl to tlie young people umler his 
oversight, conducting a service of 
worship and addressing them on 
moral an<l religious themes. It was 
not a perfunctory fulfillment of his 
responsibility, but a real interest in 
their moral welfare and upbuilding. 

And when he came lo these last 
days, it was that same sustaining 
faith in the God of his fathers that 
carried, him down into the valley 
of tin sha<low with the same quiet 
and poise wliich had boon manifest 
in all his life. An old favorite, 
Bryant's Thanatopsis, learned, I 
think, away back in our school days, 
one which he had often given lo the 
children during the years of his 
activity, was again in heart and 
ininti, and upon liis hands he signed 
it to his wife. And a word of Holy 
Writ was ttio most expressive id his 
liope and trust, as he laid his hand 
upon his heart ami said, " Bless the 
Lord, Oh my soul, and all that is 
within mo, l)less His holy name." 
It WHS the faith of his people, the 
faiti. of his boyhood, the faith (d 
his mature years, that was wilh him 
still. And while today we mourn 
our loss, with him it is well. Fare- 
well, ol<l friend, until we see theo 
in a better home. 

Mrs. Stewart, Miss Jennie llmn- 
bel and Mr. Delweiler, accompanied 
the body to Des Moines, Iowa, where 
brief services were held o.' Febru- 
ary 9th. Miss Stewart was graduat- 
ed from Smith College, Northamp- 
ton, Massachusetts, last June. Shu 
has now gone back to Cleveland, 
Ohio, to complete her course at a 
business college Lhcre.

victories over Gallaudet's second 
string men. Immediately following 
this game, the BuiT and Blue 
wrestlers went to the mat in a series 
of five bouts with George Washing- 
ton University and won three of 
them.

Hontz received deci- 
sion after 9 minutes. 

Higgins (144), Gallaudet, vs. Lu- 
borne, (170). Higgins won fall in 
2 minutes and 50 .seconds. 

Benedict (155), Gallaudet, vs. 
Hanchert (165). Benedict won fall 
in 5 minutes and 15 seconds. 

Though defeated, Capt. Kanna- 
pell gave the l>est exhibition of 
wrestling, viewed from a standpoint 
of science. He was beaten only be- 
cause his opponent proved to be a 
grappler of no mean ability, for he at 
one time held a western champion- 
ship. But the most sensational 
bouts of the afternoon were those in 
which Higgins, '23, and Benedict, 
P. C. , took the measure of men who 
outweighed them by ten and twenty- 
five pounds respectively 

Though he has been sick and un- 
able to play during three- fourths 
of the season, Downes, Gallaudet's 
star center on the basketball quint 
is still considered the most formid- 
able man on Southern courts this 
year.

is not a center, or player, in the 
South that is his equal 

This l)oy is in a class by himself 
and practically won the champion- 
ship of the local Collegiate League 
last season for Gallaudet. J^ownes 
has been out of the game for about 
a month as. the result of the attack 
of iufiuenze. It is doubtful if he 
will be able to play again this sea- 



son, although he may recuperate 
enough to be taken on the Kendall 
Greeners western trip in March. 
This lad's forte is his ability to cage 
his ball from directly under the 
basket as he shoots them in by a 
twist of the wrist, and opponents 
have not been able to stop him un- 
less he is fouled. 



Goodyear Batabllshea Preparatory 
CUM for Gallaudet. 



The following circulars now being 
sent to all State schools and interest- 
ed parties by the Goodyear will ex- 
plain themselves. For a long time 
the alumni and ex-students of Gal- 
laudet at the Goodyear have wished 
to do something that would help the 
many students at State schools, who 
wished to enter Gallaudet, but were 
prevented because of lack of financial 
means. With the announcement by 
the Goodyear that it intended to 
spend two million dollars for educa- 
tion alone, the Gallaudetites at the 
Goodyear saw their opportunity. A 
petition was drawn up and submitted 
to the head of the educational de- 
partment of the Goodyear. As a re- 
sult a preparatory class to Gallaudet 
has been incorporated in the plan of 
education of the Goodyear Institute. 

Goodyear Institute will be under 
the direction of one of the foremost 
educators of the country. The 
different instructors will also be of 
proved worth. The - plan of the 
Goodyear Institute is so complete, 
that eventually it will be able to 
give the equivalent of an unversity 
education and to confer degrees. 

Opposition may arise in some 
quarters, that the Goodyear will 
cause many boys and girls to leave 
.school. This will not be so, for 
cnndidates to the Goodyear prepara- 
tory class will have to be graduates 
of their school and have the re- 
commendation of their superinten- 
dent. 

Credit for the establishing of the 
cla.ss must be given to A. D, Martin, 
of the Labor Bureau and Russel 
Moore, teacher of the Mute Squa- 
dron. 

Dbar Sir :— We are establiBhin{( a 
preparatory school for the deaf in connec- 
tion with Goodyear Institute. Its purpose 
is to prepare those students who are de- 
sirous of entering Gallaudet College, but 
who haven't the opportunity to take the 
required course, or whose financial means 
will not permit them to do so. 

We feel that we will have your co-opera- 
tion after you have read the outline of our 
course, which we are enclosing. 

Please note that only Reading, Com- 
]X)silion, Grammar, ana Algebra, are in- 
cluded iu our course. Therefore, students 
must present certificates from their super- 
intendents showing that the college re- 
quirements in tbe other required subjects 
have been met. 

If you have students of the type which 
we dfsire, we will appreciate it if you will 
explain to tlieni our plan. Should you 
And any of them desirous take advantage 
ot our plan, we will be glad to have their 
names as soon as possible. 

Dr. Percival Hall of Gallaudet College 
has approved our plan.

There are many State schools 
which dQ not offer a course to pre- 
pare young men and women for 
Gallaudet College. There are also 
many bright young people, both in 
schools that offer such a course and 
in those that do not, who are not 
financially able to enter college. 
Therefore wc are desirous of seeing a 
cour.se established in the Goodyear 
In.stitute, that will enable these 
students to come here to prepare for 
college and at the same time earn 
money for their expenses there. 

We believe that it will be beneficial 
for all concerned if suce a course is 
started, for the following reasons: 

First. It will help the deserving 
deaf to acquire a college education. 

Second. It will benefit the Com- 
pany, because a college graduate, or 
even a person with a few years of 
college training, will be of more value 
to the Company than one without 
such training. Graduates of our 
proposed preparatory class who enter 
Gallaudet College will naturally 
return to the Goodyear during their 
vacations. When they complete the 
college course, they will undoubtedly 
come here ^o locate permanently. 
Also, having so much for which to 
be grateful to the Goedyear, they 
will advise their friends of the advan- 
tages of working for that company. 

For admission to Gallaudet College 
candidates are required to success 
fully pass examination in the follow- 
ing subjects : 

" Students may be admitted to the 
Preparatory class upon certificate 
from approved schools that the pre- 
scribed requirements in Arithmetic, 
Kngli.sh History, American History, 
and Elementary Physics, have been 
fully met, and u{x)n pa.ssing tests by 
the College Faculty in Algebra, 
Reading, and Grammar." 

Only Algebra, Reading, and 
Grammar, will be taught in the 
Goodyear Institute course. There- 
fore, students must present certifi- 
cates from their superintendents 
.showing that the college require- 
ments in the other four subjects 
have been met. . 

In or«ler to enable our prepara- 
tory students to take the course, we 
l)elieve it will be neces.sary to place 
them on the first shift (7 A. m. to 
3:40 P.M.) permanently. We will 
have to figure on a forty weeks' 
period for the course, ten hours a 
week. Placing the student on the 
first shift appears to be the most 
satisfactory arrangement. 

There are many alumni and ex- 
atudents of Gallaudet working for 



the Goodyear. It is proposed that 
when a candidate for our prepara- 
tory class comes to Akron, som^ one 
among the alumni or ex-students be 
assigned to that candidate as his 
advisor. The advisor will play the 
part of " Big Brother" to this 
candidate and encourage him in his 
work and studies. 

Candidates for Gallaudet College 
are examined during the month of 
May. Therefore our preparatory 
class should commence July ist. 
This is in order to allow candidates to 
reach Akron in time to start the 
course here on that date. Most of 
the Stats schools close during the 
sedon and third week of June. 

As this course is primarily intended 
to help students of limited financial 
resources, some means of preventing 
its abuse must be provided. We sug- 
gest that candidates have the recom- 
mendation of their State school 
superintendent. It will also be ne- 
cessary that the candidate be a gra- 
duate of his school, and he must pre- 
sent a certificate of having passed in 
his studies. 

Gallaudet College maintains an 
approved list of State schools. A 
school to be placed on this approved 
list must conform to certain regula- 
tions as to the course it gives in the 
elementary grades. The college 
will accept a certificate from the 
schools as satisfactory evidence that 
the candidates have passed in their 
elementary school work. Without 
such a certificate the candidate will 
be examined in both his grammar 
grad6 work and his preparatory 
work.
